Soviet in 1924, when M. Herrfot 
was head of the\Government, 

M. Maurice Laporte, who’ was 
founder of the Jeunesees Com- 
munistes and paid several visits to 
Ruasia, left the French Com- 
munist party and wrote a baok, 
“Les Mysteres du Kremlin,” which 
was an exposure of the Communist 
system and of Soviet propaganda in 
France. He quoted figures to show 
that the propaganda cost Ruasia 
something like £80,000 a year. 

“Espfon Rouges” 

M. Laporte is about to publish 
a new work with the title “Easpions 
Rouges,” and in this he shows how 
the Cheka recruits its espionage * 
agents in France and how the 
“Red” spies work. One of their 
tasks is to collect information from 
Communists bearing on what Is 
being manufactured in the work- 
shops and arsenals and at the ports. 

Bourges, with its military estab- 
lishments, ja an- important spying 
centre, Soviet meney has been 
spent there. The case is cited bra 
workman earning 36f (G3) a day 
who became wealthy, and even went 
out shooting with officers of the 
arsenal. Other workmen became 
the owners of houses and motor- 
cars, but continued to work in the 
foundry. Plans and secret docu- 
ments disappeared from the ar- 
senal, and a few weeks ago the 
Surete-Generale put an end to the 
thefts, but not for long; the spies 
who were found out were soon re-. 
placed, 7, 

_ Elaborate Organisation 

The author affirms that the Soviet 
has two principal centres: of 
espionage in this country under the 
orders of the Cheka.

[HOW MANY CUSTOMERS ARE 


LOST TO BRITAIN 


DEFECTS IN OFFICE WORK 

Major L. Urwick, director of the 
International Management Institute, 
at the conference of works directors 
‘and managers, 36 Oxford, asserted 
that British business men. lost 
thousands of customers because they 
had not the moral courage to admit 
that they were unable T do exactly 
what these customers required. Many 
business mn were still under the rid‘ 
culous deluston, he ‘continued, that 
when a customer complained the best 


Jcourse was to givo a promise, even 


though it could not be fulfilled. Until 
business men regarded every promise 
as a solemn un crtaking that must be 
carried out, It would be impossible 


to obviate the evil influence of lack of |, 


office methods on sales figures. 
‘There were enormous possibilities 
of economy in alomst every: busines, 
by a close application of acientific 
mansgement to office work, The 
office manager who thought of the trad- 
ing account alone was unfit for his 
responsibilities. Work was done not 
by systems, but by men and women, 
and unless the office manager’s science 
was directed us much to a clear ‘under- 
standing of their needs, motives, and 
potentialities as to the design of ma- 
chines and procedure he would not 
«be successful. 
Threat to Efficiency 


In many businesses the factory and 
the office were regarded as two separ- 
ate worlds, Major Urwick ‘proceeded, 
and the man who wore a white collar 
imagined that he was superior to the 
man who wore overalls. 

“{ have never becn able, to discover 
why a ledger clerk should regard him- 
self a3 superior to a fitter,” he con- 
tinued. “I appreciate that there 
are reasons: for-this distinction in 
social statua, but its existence Is a 
threat to efficiency, and we should de- 
vise methods by which, the status of 
the factory operative may be gradual- 
ly ameliorated until it is equal to that. 
of the clerical staff.”

ham, preaching In Malvern Priory 
Church, at a service attended by the 
delegates to the conference of the 
National Chamber of Trade, ot’ Mal- 
vern, maintained that_ the kee) 
ing of a shop was as_honourable 
as running a rallway—each was 
concerned with distributing a thing 
that was needed to the place where 
it was needed.

GOLD EMBARGO 


Tokyo.—Following the Finance 
Minister's assertion on November 
6 that “with such elated exchange 
rates it ts clear the gold release 
is indeed near,” the lending 
Japanese papers give prominence, 
to reports that Mr. , Tsuahima, 
tho Finance’ Commissioner who fs 
now in New York, is negotiating 
with Messrs. Morgan & Co. for 
an overdraft of $100,000,000 in 
favour of the Yokohama Specie 
Bank for the purpose of: support- 
ing an early lifting of the em- 
bargo on gold exports which has 
been enforced since 1917. 

Negotiations are reported to be 
progressing favourably and this, 
with the yen’s rapid approach to 
par, leads financial experts to ex- 
pect that the signing of the over- 
draft agreement in New York will 
be followed immediately by 
Tokyo's official announcement on 
the date of the embargo’s ter- 
mination, probably January or 
February, .

LIVING’ NIGHTMARES | 
AT THE Z00 


WEIRD ANIMALS FROM MADA- 
GASCAR’S FORESTS 


THE TWO ) AYE-AYES 


Two living nightmares In the 
shape of a, pair of Aye-Ayes have 
artived at the London Zoo from 
Madagascar. They form part of a 
large and interesting collection of 
rare mammals, birds and reptiles, 
Which: have been collected by Mr. 
C. 8. Webb, during a three months’ 
expedition {nto the "unexplored for- 
ests of the interior. 

Like a Cat 

The Ayc-Aye’is at once’ one of 
the weirdest and most grotesque 
animals in the world. Although 
modern zoologists place it in a 
family by Itself, it is closely related 
to the lemurs of which. there are 
also a large number of species 
found in Madagascar. In size the 
Aye-Aye may be compared with a 
jlarge cat with an enormous bushy 
tall, \The head resembles that of a 
bat with large naked ears, and the 
body is covered with long fur, 
hlackish brown in colour, streaked 
here and there with white. 

“Human” Fingers 

-The most striking, characteristic 
and the one, perhaps, which gives 
tho creature its “nightmarish” ap- 
pearance, is the enormous talon- 
like claws with which its hands and 
feet and furnished. One finger, 
that corresponding to the human 
middle finger, is most remarkable, 
being of great length and extreme- 
ly slender. It is by means of this 
finger that the animal takes the 
varied food upon which it exists. 

In nature it robs birds’ nests of 
their eggs and young. and cats 
honey from the comb, but above all 
it Is fond of beetle grubs, which it 
extracts from rotting. timber in 
large quantities. 

Egg Eaters 
{| Both the specimens which Mr. 
Webb has brought back to the Zoo 


eat eggs ina very neat manner. 
The smallest of holes is picked in 
the shell at one end by means of 
the long middle finger, and then the 
same finger is inserted and ‘with- 
déawn with lightning rapidity until 
the whole contents of the egg have 
been transferred to the creature's 
mouth without a single drop being 
wasted. 
Native Superstition ' 

Mr. Webb had considerable diffi- 
culty in getting hold of these 
animals, as he could not induce the 
natives to catch them’ owing to 
their being regarded as creatures 
of ill omen. Also, they are becom- 
ing so acarce that the French 
authorities will allow only a limit- 
ed number to be exported every 
year. It ia the first occasion since 
the War that an Aye-Aye has been 
seon-at the Zoo. 

The other mammals in the collec- 
tion include a family of ten lemura 
of various kinds and two taillesa 
tenrecs, -curfous little creatures 
rather like hedgehogs, with flexible 
spines and long pig-like' snouts, 
with which they burrow * for the 
insect. food which forms their 
staple diet. ‘ 
The Reptiles 

The snakes which Mr. Webb 
brought back-are all peculiar ‘to 
Madagascar. None of them is 
poisonous, as Madagascar is one of 
the few places in the Tropics which 
docs not produce venomous snakes, 

‘At least one of the specimeys | 
new to the collection. It is-interest. 
ing that the constricting snakes of 
Madagascar closely resemble the 
boa constrictors of South America, 
and are quite unlike the African 
and Indian pythons.

Addressing the boys, Mr. Kipling 
said: 

“TL shall not be telling you much 
“that you do not know. Indeed, my 
only advantage over you la, that yau 
have not yet ihe words in which te 
express your knowledge, and—you 
are not allowed to contradict me. 

“Lam sure.you have been told 
many times that your school gives 
you in advance und in miniature 
almost’ every problera and situation 
that you may be called upon to 
theet later. Strange as Jit may 
seem, it is ‘true, because (perhaps 


--you Ive not been tuld this), very 


few men are more than sixteen 
years old when it comes to a pinch. - 
“Boy-Products” 

“So, if you .can remember the 
atyie of a man's work, or, better 
still, of hig play, you cin make a 
close yucs later on as te what he 
will do, and haw avid why, and pre- 
gently you will realise that men 
seldom do anything for the first 
time—except at school, It isn’t as 
ff men were original creatures, 
They are boy-produsts. | Lahyhter.)- 

“Here ia another thime that you 
know, You may have noticed that 
there iy not much justice im your 
prevent world, v » iy yather 
Jess outside, This will save you 
all the time and troubie of looking 
for it. Most injustice is not 
inflicted deliberately, but because 
penple dda not tuke tie trouble to 
think things out. Thinking gives 
them headaches, and, if persisted 
in, may cause them to change their 
opinions, So it simply isn't done, 
you know, (Laughter) 

“But let me work out’a simple 
equation for you. The next time 
that a personal injustice is done 
to you, on aceount of sour manners, 
habity or appearance, try to reeall 

thst time that you were—l 
“unjust—but unfair to 
someone else, If you have forgot: 
ten ask a friend, He'll remember. 
Bracketing these two factors you 
will see that they cancel out. 

“In the case of impersonal in- 
justice—that ig to say when you 
have not’ had credit for something 
really decent which you have done 
—vonsider that you have had, or 
may hope to have, credit for all 
sorts of things you didn't do; or 
stumbled into by accident. Once 
more, bracketing these factors, 
they also cancel each’ other,

justice leads one to stand up for 
one’s rights, and to dwell on what 
one owes to oneself. © That is a 
temptation of the Devil. ; :

Milner’s death, was presented by 
- Lady Milner to the Governors of the King’s School. ‘ 


“Years later cama the war, 
which | does not interest you as 
much as it did us at the time, and 
Lord Milner, who was then on the 
Imperial War Council, used all his 
gifts and ‘powers to help to bring 
it to acertain end. We do not 
yet realise, and you will not for 
many years, how vitally important 
this work was, and what it saved 
ng. 

“He saw that there was just one 
thing that ought to be done, and 
done quickly, and he gave’ every- 
thing’ that was in him to get the 
matter accomplished. and all 
the while he was doing this he 
worked sympathetically and gerene- 
ly with some of the very men who 
had done him the public injustice 
uf years ago. That seems to me 
a glorious clase to a devoted and 
spotless career, (Hear, hear.) 

“But whatever a man's natural, 
gifts may be, he cannot slip on the 
virtues that built up such a charae- 
ter ay Lord Milner'’s a few minutes 
before they are requirad. One 
must practise somewhere before one 
plays anywhere. And here is your 
practice-yround, Lord Milner 
had to learn the game in a. harder 
and lonelier school. 

Suffered Fools 

“His career was one of many 
dithculties and bitter disappgint- 
ments, but in all the time that I had 
the honour of knowing him, he 
never revealed that hes was thrown 
out of his stride by accidents, in- 
trigues, and delays, which theoreti- 
eally should have defeated him al- 
together, I do not know whether 
he sulfered fooly gladly, but he 
suifered them in silence. 

“At the close of cight years’ 
splendid and far-secing work in 
settling and reconstructing a half- 
ruined Dominion, and after he had 
put aside honour and great pre- 
ferment in order that he might 
finish that work, he was treated un- 
justly by what the history books 
call ‘this ungrateful country.’ 

Pious Rebuke 


“As a matter of fact, it was only |: 


the House of Commons—a paltry 
exhibition which took the form of 
a pious rebuke, and, though of 
course broadcasting had not been 
invented, that rebuke went all 
round the world and caused a great 
deal of talk. But Lord Milner did 
not contribute to the discussion, 
nor did he encourage his frienda 
to. He went on with his work, 
and let other people do the talking. 

“Looking back’ on his life, and 
above all on his intense influence 
over the men he worked with, one 
feely that no memorial to him. is 
needed except one, And just that 
fitting memorial hag been made 
possible by Lady Milner’s dis- 
cerning yift of tho lands upon 
which the younger branch of the 
oldest School in England now enters. 
(Applause.) ; 
: World Work . 

“But itis you, and you only, 
gentlemen, who can make ‘that 
memorial, It is you alone who 
can keep it in permanence and due 
honour by the temper of your own 
lives while you are here, For, on 
that temper will surely depend the 
work you may-do-hereafter-in-and: 
for the world. You ‘have no self- 
seeking or unworthy example to 
follow. . May you be fortunate 
—lucky in little things; and secure 
in the possession of the few great 
things that life has to offer. 

“On these lines, then, shall we 


-say that the school will be open.”

Thrushes And Robins At 
Porta Romana 


; Florence, October 2. 

The “sport” of shooting and 
snaring song-birds is very popular 
all over Italy, . especially in 
Tuscany. Perhaps even here, it is 
not quite so prevalent as it was in 
the old days when every villa had 
its “uccellatoio” or little thicket to 
which birds were lured by the call 
of tame caged birds trained for the 
purpose. They were either shot or, 
more frequently, caught alive’ on 
twigs smeared with bird-lime, art- 
fully concenled among the trees, 
and despatched by having their 
necks wrung. i 

Yet so long as thrushes, larks, 
and their kind, roasted on a skewer 
with sage leaves, continue to be a 
favourite winter dish, s0 long will 
the little victims for the banquet 
continue to be snared, and the bird. 
fair at Porta Romana, held from 
time immemorial on September 28, 
provides the wherewithal. 

The fair starts very early, Long 
before daylight, country bird. 
trainers begin to arrive from far 
and near, with hosts of tiny wicker 
cages each containing a song-bird, 
The variety is infinite, Chaffinches 
and thrushes fetch tha highest 
prices, Last Saturday an enthusi- 
astic sportsman parted with ‘$5 for 
@ thrush,

Shanghai football circles are 
fortunate in the recent arrival of 
Capt. A. H. Graham, R:A.0.C., ‘in 
the “City of Marseilles,” who is a 
well known football referee at 
Home anit who is now atatiqned in 
Shanghal, ‘says the N, C. Daily 
News, 

Capt. Graham has spent 15 years 
refereeing-games and last year at 
Brussels his services were called on 
in that capacity for the Belgian 
Army v. French Army game, and 
later at’ Home he refereed the 
Corinthians v, Cambridge Univer- 
sity and Cambridge University v. 
army games. 

He has been a teacher of referee- 
ing at the Aldershot camp where 
candidates for this branch of sport 
have gone for Instruction from all 
Home army posts and he jis a mem- 
ber of the Army Football Associa- 
tion Referee’s Committee as well as 
its foremost instructor, 

He explained the importance at- 
tached to refereeing at Home in the 
large League matches and said that 
whereas each county was regarded 
as a separate entity, the Army was 
taken as whole and given the 
same standing as uw county in the 
league. 


Teaching for Referees 


The importance of the referce’s 
knowledge of the game was a big 
factor with the leading supporters 
of the games and to this end classes 
in instruction in, refereeing were 
formed and a rigid standard was 
set before any man was given a 
certificate. Men! not coming up to 
the examination tests were drop- 
ped. 

Capt. Graham has trained many 
men for their certificates and has 
seen a high majority pass and be- 
come accredited referees.

general system the game has shown 
a great. improvement at’Home.

DIFFERENTIATE 
A GIRL CAUTIONED

‘Remarking that there was great | 


danger of there being fixed in the 
public mind a belief that. there Is 
one law for the rich and another 
for the poor, Mr. T. M. Hazlerigg 
at the Central Magistracy this 
morning repeated that he found dif- 
ficulty in differentiating . between 
po piu lottery tickots ond race 
sweeps. 

The ease before him was one in 
which a 12-year-old Chinese girl, 
was charged with the unlawful pos- 
session of a quantity of po piu lot- 
tery tickets worth $168. 

Evidence for the prosecution was 
that the girl was arrested in the 
street yesterday, following informa- 
tion, and the lottery tickets were 
found on her person. The tickets 
were of - a‘local lottery due to be 
drawn ‘to-day. The prosecution 
took a serious view of the case in 
spite of the girl’s age. 

After making the remarks meon- 
tioned. above, his Worship said that 
he would take into ‘consideration 
the fact that the girl had been in 
the cell for onz night and dis- 
charged her with a caution. 

In another lottery case, three 
Chinese were charged with printing 
tickets of » Macao lottery, also due 
to be drawn tu-day. Some of. the 
tickets were valued at 50 cents 
each and other: at $1. ° The total 
value of tickets seized was $174, 

The Magistrate sald that this 
case was different and he must deal 
with it according to the law which 
said that it was illegal to run 
lotteries.; It was one thing to be 
in possession of lottery tickets and 
another to print them. Accused 
were fined $25 each or 14 days’ hard 
labour.
